The last day to file 
application for 1970 new 
farm cotton and peanut al- 
lotments is February 16, 
according to Roy L, Ellis,

These applications are 
to be filed in writing with 
the ASCS Office on Form 
MQ-25 designed for this 
purpose, 

Generally speaking, the 
owner or operator must 
not Own or operate another 
farm on which he has an 
allotment of the kind re- 
quested for the new farm, 

More than 50 percent 
of the income of the opera- 
tor must be from the farm 
in the form of production 
if crops sold orfrom crops 
produced and consumed at 
home, There are special 
provisions for low-income 
farmers, 

For peanuts, a producer 
must have produced, har- 
vested, and marketed pea- 
nuts as a sharecropper,
